3. For your information, it seems that Mrs. Werner is expressing an 
unusual amount of anxiety over the boy's welfare and may possibly be 
becoming a little too possessive for our peace of mind. However, it seems 
the only answer to this is expeditious action, which is now being taken. 
Mrs. Werner is also attempting to get relatively small amounts of money 
for the same expenditures from several different sources. For example, 
she was paid the cost of the boy's recent hospital expenses by us although 
we are reasonably sure that she will eventually be paid by the Jugendamt. 

In spite of this, she complained to CL Ld when he saw her recently' 
that she has not been reimbursed for those same hospital expenses* and he 
took the initiative, reasonably enough, of suggesting toT^ d that 

Mr. and Mrs. Lidacis might be asked to pay Mrs. Varner fw these expenses.
